Two freight 
trains, one ev id ently 
ru nning at a 
high rate of 
speed 
and the 
other 
d rifting, along, 
collid ed 
abou t one 
mile north of Carthage, with the re­ 
su lt noted in the box abov e. 
All the 
men were married and men of fam ­ 
ilies. 
Fireman Remley was literally 
torn to pieces while the other u nfor­ 
tu nates were cru shed almost bey ond 
recognition. 
The two trains crashed 
into each other before the trainmen 
011 either had

warning, for none of them mad e an 
effort to leav e their 
trains.

and at 2:5 2, or six minu tes ahead of 
the time that the north-bou nd train 
was d u e in Carthage.

rate of speed to reach Carthage and 
get in the clear on a sid ing before the 
other train was d u e to arriv e.

Home of Spiceland has compiled an 
interesting report of the institu tion 
ov er which she presid es, cov ering the 
time from May 4, 1905 , u p to the 
present.

Henry and Ru sh cou nties and home­ 
less child ren are being well cared for. 
Since the institu tion was opened 
ninety child ren hav e been placed in 
the home, 44 of whom were from 
Henry cou nty and 46 from Ru sh. Of 
the total nu mber 5 5 
hav e 
fou nd 
homes. Of these 27 were from Henry 
cou nty and 28 from Ru sh. There are 
at present 36 child ren in the home, an 
eq u al nu mber from both cou nties. 
There are only fiv e child ren in the 
home who hav e been placed ou t and 
then retu rned , three of these being 
Henry cou nty child ren and two be­ 
longing to Ru sh cou nty . There are at 
present 27 boy s 
in the 
home, the 
y ou ngest being one y ear old and the 
old est 13. 
Of the nine girls one is 
14 y ears and the y ou ngest is bu t six 
months old . 
Mrs. Bu nd y has ex ceed ed by far 
the most 
enthu siastic 
ex pectations 
and is d oinga great work for the little 
ou tcasts, who hav e no su itable home. 
The institu tion is well fu rnished and 
well eq u ipped . 
The rooms contain 
nice, clean bed s 
and 
bed d ing, are 
simply and plainly fu rnished , bu t are 
light and airy and the home is an in­ 
spiration to ev ery one who calls. 
Mrs. Bu nd y is wrapped u p in her 
work and find s great pleasu re caring 
for the little ones. 
She takes an in­ 
terest in ev ery child bu t shows no 
partiality . 
She ex ercises cpmplete 
control ov er her charges and the 
child ren lov e her d ed rly . 
Those of 
the school age are being ed u cated 
and when ou t of school each one has 
his own d u ties to perform. 
Nothing 
is left u nd one for each one cheerfu lly 
performs his or her task. 
Mrs. Bu nd y has been complimented 
by the State board of charities, by 
the board s of commissioners of Ru sh 
and Henry cou nties, and by the local 
board of charities. 
The home cer­ 
tainly is a great institu tion and in 
many respects the ex ample is worthy 
of emu lation.

Finally , his many works 
on science and religion attracted the 
attention of thinkers not only in his 
own land, but in India and England 
and throughout the world. 
His life touched not only great move­ 
ments, but great men. In add!lion to 
those that he help ed to fe d them­ 
selv es and their work, mcry cf whose 
names are now household w< rds. he 
was for many y ears a friend and 
neighbor of Robert G. Ingersoll, often 
entertained William J. Iiry an at his 
home and was a p articular friend of 
T)r. Albert Shaw, editor of the Rev iew 
of Reviews. 
There was an esp ecial 
sy mp athy between these two on reli­ 
gious and p hilosop hical lines. h t Mo j • 
Smith’s funeral Dr. Shaw referred 
feelingly to this bond and read from 
the books of his dead friend p assages 
on his faith in life bey ond the grav e. 


Touc he d Many Shores of Thought. 
Major Smith was born 
0 1 1 an In­ 
diana farm and lies buried at Sleep y 


gade of which Major Smith's regiment 
I was a p art and p roved that it was 
unnecessary by leading his regiment in 
cutting its way out and escap ing. He 
was afterward sev erely wounded, how­ 
ever, and made a p risoner near Jug 
Tav ern, Ga. 
His p rison ex p eriences 
were most p athetic. 
His wound was 
p ainful throughout the entire time, he 
had little to eat ex cep t? p arched corn 
and lived in op en stockades where 
there was no shelter ex cep t holes the 
p risoners burrowed in the ground. 
Three ex p eriences that he told one of 
his friends are characteristic. One was 
the finding of an cld oven door, which 
i he lugged with him from p rison to 
! p rison and used for p arching his com 
j or for cooking any morsel he might 


1 p ick up . 
Another was of finding 
enough old rails and wood to build a 
! shanty about six feet square. 
This 
! seemed like a mansion to the men. and 
when the v ery day it was comp leted 
word came that they were to be ex ­ 
chanced there was actual regret at 
leav ing it. 
The third ep isode was in 
Charleston when the city was bom­ 
barded by the Union forces. 
North­ 
ern p risoners were p laced where they 
were ex p osed to the fire of their own 
armies, Major Smith being in one of 
the most dangerous p ositions. 
After 
being ex changed in December, 186 4, 
he was p laced in command of the p a­ 
roled p risoners at Camp Chase, Co­ 
lumbus, O. 
He was also assistant in­ 
sp ector general of the Six th division 
of Wilson’s cav alry corp se Being in 
the cav alry , Major Smith was almost 


whole soul to the ”* r’* writing ana 
sp eaking constantly . 
The 
Ex p ress 
grew until in 1ST3 it was moved to 
Chicago, becoming one of the foremost 
p ap ers in the movement. 
I 
It was in 18S2 that Major Smith 
started the American Press Associa­ 
tion. 
The p lan on which he worked 
was untried and seemed to fail on the 
first attemp t. He only changed its de­ 
tails and worked the harder. 
At last 
his efforts and genius for organization 
began to tell, and today the institution, 
of which he was the head until the 
time of his death, is the largest news­ 
p ap er sy ndicate in America and the 
foremost of its kind in the world. 


Brought Many Into Prominence. 
In this work Major Smith emp loy ed 
at v arious times most of the well 
known fiction writers and many of the 
most brilliant newsp ap er men of the 
last quarter of a century . 
Some cf 
these he p icked as winners when tbej 
were unknown and brought them into 
p rominence. It is worthy of note that 
he bought from Ella Wheeler Wilcox 
the first p oem she ev er sold; that he 
suggested 
the bringing of 
Eugene 
Field to Chicago, the step that estab­ 
lished his fame; that he was a close 
friend and adv iser of John Clark Rid- 
p ath, the historian; that he first de­ 
tected the genius of the iuimitable 
short story writer who goes under the 
p en name of “O. Henry ';” that before

At one time he w’as a 
Mississip p i p lanter.

it will be imp ossible for some time to 
estimate the damage and the lives 
lost. 
The Italian gov ernment p roceeded 
energetically to reliev e the widesp read 
distress, concentrating at the p oints of 
greatest need, troop s and Engineers. 
Members of the Red Cross were dis­ 
p atched to v arious p laces, and camp s 
with p rov isions were immediately p re­ 
p ared, all av ailable railway lines and 
warship s being used for their trans­ 
p ort. 
The city of Messina has suffered 
p robably more than any othf r n'aee, 
the latest information coming in Hreci- 
ly from that quarter stating that two- 
thirds of the town was destroy ed and 
sev eral thousand p ersons killed. 
The 
steamers Washington and Montebello, 
which were in that harbor, later p ro 
ceeded to Cantania, loaded with in­

Indianap olis, Doc. 29. —There 
has 
been considerable discussion recently 
as to how long after the legislature, 
convenes Governor Hanly will serve as 
governor and Hugh T. Miller as l i e ut ­ 
enant governor. 
It has been announc­ 
ed tbat the legislature will convene 
Jan. 7. and that Thomas R. Marshall 
will be inaugurated as governor and 
Frank J. Hall as lieutennt governor on 
Jan. 11. 
Thus during four day s of the 
session Hugh T. Miller will p reside 
in the senate as lieutenant governor. 
Some have looked on this as an inno­ 
vation and have characterized 
it as a 
trick of the Rep ublicans to allow Mr. 
Miller to ap p oint the committees in 
the senate. 
As a m atter of fact, the constitution I 
of the state sp ecifically p rovides w’hen 
the legislature shall convene and when 
the official term s of the governor and 
the lieutenant governor shall begin. 
The constitution p rovides that the 
legislature shall convene on th< 
firsr 
Thursday after the first Monday in 
January every tw’o y ears and that the 
official term s of^the governor and lient 
enant governor shall begin on the sec­ 
ond Monday in January every four 
y ears. 
This rule has been followed 
ever since the p resent constitution was 
adop ted. 
Four y ears ago 
Governor 
Durbin w’as the ex ecutive of the state ! 
for four day s after the session of the 
legislature was convened 
It has never been customary , though 
for the legislature to take up any w’ork 
of consequence until after the gover 
nor and lieutenant governor had been 
inaugurated. 
Usually the committees 
are not ap p ointed in either branch un­ 
til after the inauguration, and as a 
rule no bills or resolutions are intro 
duced before the inauguration.
